Girqxits has been cited for disclosing a yoke having a leg 6, an 
aperture extending between an inboard surfece, an outboard surface, an annular 
groove, a bearing cup for a retention member 14 located in the annular groove, and a 
spacer 13. 

The claims of this application have been amended to more specifically 
define the invention and to distinguish it patentably over the cited prior art reference. 
Claim 1, as amended, recites that the inner surface is formed with an amiular groove 
having a first diameter and a second diameter located inboard of the annular groove, 
the inboard wall having a third diameter larger than the second diameter and formed 
with a shoulder on which stakes had been fonncd and removed. The third bearing cup 
is recited to be located in the third diameter of the aperture, and the spacer is defined 
to be located in the space adjacent the bearing ctip. The '324 patent does not describe 
or suggest that the Inner surface of the yoke is formed wilh three diameters, as recited 
in Claim 1, In fact, yoke 6 is formed only with an annular recess in which the 
retention member 14 is shown located in Figures 1 and 2. A bearing housing 4 
provides a space between the retention member 14 and the beating cup2 where a 
spacer 13 is located. But that space is not formed in the yoke 6, 
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In view of these comments at^d the amendments of the claims, the claims 
raotiaining in this application, claims 1-7 and 27 appear now in condition for 
allowance.
